London, July 22. 

If the number of 
nuclear explosions is in- 
creased, there will be de- 
finite danger to the human 
race, a nuclear research 
worker Dr G. V. Phillips 
told the annual meeting of 
the United Nations Asso- 
ciation here today. 


The association, an indepen- 
dont all-party organisation for 
publicising UN activities, ap- 
proved n resolution calling for 
the ending of nuclear tests pend- 
Ing a contlusive “eport on the 
offects of atomic radiation from 
the UNM Scientific Committee, 

Dr Phillips said that since the 
start of testy the amount of 
radiation over Britain had in- 
creased by 30 per cent and over 
the United States by 100 ptr 
cent, 

“Perhaps no damage has been 
dont 60 far," he added. 
“Sclentists cannot agree on the 
amount cf radiution which iy 
dangerous but the evidence Is 
precise enough and alarming 
enough tb Justify banning 
further tests,"

It may 
even happen, as in human medicine, that

A leading firm specialising in 
timber preservation, Hickson's 
Timber Impregnation Co, (GB) 
Lid, was rocently faced with 
that kind of problem. They had 
ovalved a preservative, Tanalith 
U, which proved highly success- 
ful o8 a protection against all 
the agents of timber decay.

Specially wet and warm con-

a type of mould often found In 
rotting paper, straw and other 
cellulose —materjal, Although 
these moulds had been tsolated 
In decayed timber before, their 
ability actually to couse break- 
down had never been suspected, 
and they had been discarded as 
masking the true agencies of 
decay. These moulds travel 
longitudinally within the = cell 
walls; that was why they were 
not discovered from longitudinal 
sections. Hickson’s found that 
there are about a dozen species 
of moulds which in excessively 
hot, wet conditions such as are 
found ia cooling towers deve- 
flop rapidly and cause “soft 
rat” the name coined for this 
type of decay. 


Having established the cause 
of the trouble, the practical 
problem of combatting it had to 
be tackled. This involved  in- 
dividual but closely linked 
campaigns on the chemical and 
production sides. A compound 
had to be devised which would 
be toxic to the mould; but for 
(production reasons it had to be 
more, The preservative had to 
be soluble in water with as 
Uttle sludge as possible, and 
contain the maximum propor- 
tion of active ingredients, High 
fixation in timbere and low 
corgosion hazards both to im- 
pregnation plant and to nails 
and screws, were cescntial. Most 
dificult of all, it had to be 
manufactured as a free flowing 
powder which could be handled 
with safety, This was a com- 
plex set of requirements. 


The final compound, contain- 
ing copper sulphate, arsenic 
oxide and chromium, is a new 
product with outstanding pro- 
pertics, It is toxic, not only to 
soft rot but to all the
